lo The T©IbiikMri (I)©bri©h) airfield is located approximately four kilometers north 
of the cityj, 150 to 20G meters east of the Tolbukhin-PasksO-eTO road. The Tol- 
biaM:da«§eEer^ road runs 150 t© 200 meters distant along the east of the 

field. Pasture lands extend to the north and northeast. (See appendix)

The construction wcrk was being car.ried out by five compard.es (1,2CDD men) , divided 
int® two shiftsi work was often done on Sundays. Three of the companies were used 
t© lay the runway and strips, one was used for transportation services, and one 
company constructed the various buildings. 
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5* The Trudovaks were housed^ for the most part, in tents which held 20 men each* 

Others lived in a temporary barracks near the Tolbtikhia railroad station, a li- 
st ory building, liO or 50 meters long and 30 to Uo meters wide, enclosed by four 
shacks which were used as kitchen, laundry, and bath-house* 

6. There was no Soviet personnel in evidence at the airfield^ the technicians and
